What Does ‘Brotherhood’ 
Mean in Social Life? 


We are right in the middle of 
“Brotherhood Week” which has 
been promoted by the Canadian 
Council of Christians and Jews 
for the purpose of inducing 
people to expel hatred and preju- 
dice from their hearts. 

I don't think that desirable pur- 
pose can be ac- 
complished by 
a single week 
of oratory and 
celebration, In- 
deed, it may 
never be com- 
pletely achieved 
within the lim- 
its of time. 

But these 
things can be “ 
held down to

a minimum and people can be 
taught to talk themselves out of 
their more carping impulses by 
constant appeals to their reason 
and sense of justice. 


Inasmuch as “Brotherhood 
Week” is designed to do this very 
thing, it is an excellent institu- 
tion and should have the cordial 
support of men and women who 
know they are full of meannesses 
and unpleasant little vanities and 
high-handed biases and are hon- 
estly desirous of doing something 
about them. 

There are just one or two little 
ideas I should like to throw into 
the pot before tco many people 
get the notion that “Brotherhood 
Week” is going to work mir-

Intolerance 
I have purposely refrained 
and will purposely refrain from 
using the words “compromise” 
and “tolerance” in connection 
with this enterprise because there 
ja a eatronizing connotation to 


these words that I don’t like. 

To “tolerate” something is to 
refrain from criticizing a thing 
you don’t like for the sake of 
maintaining an uneasy and un- 
Batural peace. 

A “compromise” is a moral or 
spiritual horse trade in which you 
usually give away something you 
value in exchange for something 
you don't particularly want. 

Real social justice can never be 
established on such a specious 
foundation. 

So when the Jews and Chris- 
tilans get together for the purpose 
of creating a little sounder con- 
ception of social justice, no one 
should imagine that either is re- 
treating a single inch from their 
basic religious positions. 

To become a member of the 
Canadian Council of Christians 
and Jews does not mean that the 
Jews become semi-Christians and 
the Christians become semiJews. 

As I see it, there is no room for 
dilution or compremise in either 
faith 

“Brotherhood Week", then, is 
definitely and positively not a 
religious occasion. 

It is a purely social attempt to 
promote mutual respect and co- 
operation through purely human 
means, And these are to be pro- 
moted by the highest human vir- 
tue which is not love but justice. 


Beyond 


Capacity 

Infinite harm has been done to 
almost every attempt to banish 
racial hatred and prejudice by 
the idea of the sentimentalists 
that men cannot be brothers with- 
out crawling into each other's 
pockets. 

In an entirely spiritual world 
which everyone hopes to see ac- 
cumplished through the grace of 


God and through the common 
Fatherhood of God, all men will 
love each other. 

But in a material society and a 
material eivilization, it is danger- 
ous for people to aim so high 
without the religious context 
which means divine assistance. 

I think it would be a splendid 
thing if members of the Cana- 
dian Council of Christians and 
Jews would pray regularly for 
divine grace to love each other. 

But of their own intellectual 
efforts, they should meantime be 
content with endeavoring to re- 
spect each other and to refrain 
from indulging those spasms of 
prejudice and dislike which are 
usually the products of stupidity 
and ignorance. 


Hatred 
Corrodes 


Hatred is a spiritual, emotional 
and intellectual corrosive. It does 
infinitely more harm to him who 
hates than to him who is hated. 

It is doubtful if Hitler could 
have accomplished the spiritual 
degradation of the Nazis with- 
out giving them something to 
hate. 

And undoubtedly that induced 
hatred of the Jews did more to 
debauch the Germans than any 
other factor in Hitler's decade. 

The thing is to avoid it like 
the plague. 

The Canadian Council of 
Christians and Jews, with its 
current “Brotherhood Week”, is 
showing the way.

The English American 
Revised Version, completed in 
1884, is particularly singled out 
as a malevolent attempt to dis-

Offensive Needed 
To Win Cold War 


One of the surprising aspects 
of the current cold war is that 
after charging Russia with con- 
tinued breaches of the Berlin 
deal and after increased concern 
over the Asiatic situation, the 
Western nations are again at- 
tempting to reach agreement with 
Russia respecting the H-bomb 
and other armaments. 

We are told that Communist 
agents have managed.to obtain 
many of our secrets. 

We are informed that Russia 
now possesses the largest army 
in the world, the fargest air force 
and the largest navy. 

We discovered that the Berlin 


eblockade ended only when the 


success of the ‘airlift plus the 
disadvantage of the Western 
counter-blockade made it desir- 
able for the Russians to call it 
off. 

We know that China is at least 
taking advantage of the Russian 
support to the extent that the 
Chinese government is not both- 
ering with the British who rec- 
ognized the new government. 

We also know that Russia has 
begun work on French Indo- 
China and that the position of 
Southern Asia is far from good. 

Yet, knowing these things, we 
find attention still being centred 
upon the problem of reaching an 
agreement with Russia respect- 
ing the limitation of arms and 
particularly the question of joint

Suppose the Russians agreed 
to the Baruch plan or any other 
plan tomorrow and signed the 
most solemn of pledges. Would 
we feel any greater degree of 
security? 

It would seem very clear that 
few western people would ever 
believe that Russia would carry 
out any such agreement after it 
was made. 

It would seem quite evident 
that if Russia did make such an 
agreement and failed to carry tt 
out that we would simply have 
gotten between the teeth of the 
bear, 

In the years following the First 
Great War, there was an arms 
agreement with Japan and that 
agreement was broken as soon 
as it was signed. To make mat- 
ters worse, Britain and the United 
States did scrap some of their 
armaments while Japan built up 
her force. 

If we make an atomic agree- 
ment now, is there any reason to 
believe that the results will be 
any different? 

Can we check upon Russia any 
better than we checked upon 
Japan? Surely an atomic agree- 
ment would be only a means for

Russo-China Pact 
May Make Trouble 


It is a reasonable assumption, 
given the nature of the two re- 
gimes, that most of the Russo- 
Chinese pact that was concluded 
in. Moscow is hidden from view. 

Unless and until there is a fall- 
ing out between Moscow and 
Peking governments, we never 
may know what secret commit- 
ments were made by the Russian 
and Chinese Communist leaders 
in the course of their nine week's 
meeting, 

But, as Secretary Acheson 
points out, we should be able to 
get a fair idea of what the secret 
protocols contain by what Russia 
does in China in the months and 
years ahead, “ 

The treaty, he added, marks the 
beginning of trouble for the 
Chinese people. 

But let us make no mistakes 
about it: That treaty is also the 
beginning of a lot of trouble 
for us. 

It means the formal linking in 
a pact of “friendship, alliance and 
mutual aid” of the largest nation 
on the face of the earth together 
with the most populous one. 

Working together to bring 
about a sptead of communism in 
Asia, the Sino-Russian combina- 
tion can do untold mischief. The 
stage for that program of action 
now has been cleverly get, 


May Be 
Fraud 


The Russo-Chinese treaty, as 
it actually works out, may turn 
out to be a complete fraud, so 
far as the promises made by 
Fiussia are concerned, Yet the 
timetable of pledges and promises 
included in the announced pact, 
at this stage, cannot be proved 
fraudulent. 

Of the immediate promises 
made by Russia to China one in- 
volves the extension of a five- 
year loan to the Peking regime 
for the purchase of industrial 
and railway equipment. 

The loan is for $300,000,000, at 
the rate of $60,000,00 a year. The 
sum is pitifully inadequate mea- 
sured jn terms of China's tow- 
ering needs, 

However, Russia should not 
have the slightest difficulty in 
making good on this particular 
promise to the dot and, when- 
even there are propaganda ad- 
vantages to be derived from a 
show of generosity, she easily can 
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lulling ourselves into a false 
sense of security. 

This may be a pessimistic at- 
titude, yet what other conclusions 
are there? : 

Russia is going to do what she 
wants to do regardless of what 
we may say. Russia is only going 
to contain herself so long as she 
feels it expedient to do so. 

At the momert there is little 
purpose in Russia making war 
because she is doing very well 
for herself without war. So long - 
as she can keep us debating atom- 
fe control and worrying about 
Berlin, while she goes ahead in 
the far East, she should be quite 
content. 

Instead of remaining on the de- 
fensive, is there any reason why 
we should not adopt an offens- 
ive? 

We did wteck Russia's Europ- 
ean aspirations by offering some 
hope to the people of Western 
Europe. 

We can continue to contain 
Russia im the west if we will di- 
rect our attention towards enab- 
ling the Western European na- 
tions to improve their living 
standards. That means no more 
than a removal of trade barriers 
so that Western European peo- 
ples can work and live, 


We Shouldn’t 
Ignore Pacific 

But why should we ignore the 
Pacific zone? It has seemed ob- 
vious for years that Canada and 
the United States had an import- 
ant interest in Asia. 

There are not only 400 million 
people in China and another 400 
million in India, but there are 
over 75 million people in those 
minute Pacific islands and there 
are millions more in southern 
Asia and they all need food and 
we are worrying about food sur- 
pluses. 

Those people can use our foods. 
Those people could trade with us 
if we helped them get on their 
feet. Those people are being at- 
tracted to Communism simply 
because Communist agents prom- 
ise them help while we ignore 
them. 

Are we going to sit back and 
worry about Russia until she has 
consolidated her position through- 
out all of Asia, leaving us almost 
isolated from many of the things 
we need? 

Or are we going to adopt some 
positive policies of going into 
those areas and help them so that 
they can help us? 

Are we going to hold our West- 
ern living standards as some- 
thing for others to envy or are 
we going to prove to Asiatics and 
Others that the fruits of demoe- 
racy are beyond the reach of any 
Communist regime.

Give Back 
Concessions 


In the meantime, Mao Tze-tung 
can tell his people that the very 
concessions wrested from Chiang 
Kai-shek at Yalta, with the con- 
niVance and consent of the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain,-he 
has persuaded China's friend, 
Russia, to give back without reci- 
procal concessions of apy kind. 

The impact of that propaganda 
line not ony on the Chinese 
people but also on the peoples of 
the neighboring nations, should 
not be discounted, 

The Russians have played their 
cards well, 

Events are likely to make Mao 
Tze-tung as much of a Kremlin 
Puppet as are the Communist 
leaders in Rumania, Poland, Hun-

Experiments 
On H-Bomb

OTTAWA, Feb. 23—(BUP)— 
The National Research Council 
Minted today Canada may be con- 
dueting hydrogen bomb experi- 
ments, 

An official report stated experi- 
ments had been made at Canada’s 
Chalk River, Ont., atomic energy 
plant with neutrons, a vital ele- 
ment in the production of atom 
bombs. 

“It has been proved, however, 
that the neutron is not stable but 
is radioactive and disintegrates 
into a proton, which is the nucle- 
us of a hydrogen atom,” the re- 
port said. 

No other indication was forth- 
eoming that Canada had launched 
into experiments on the hydrogen 
atom since President Truman's 
order that the United States pro- 
duce the H-bomb “with all pos- 
aible speed.” 

It was learned that top atomic 
scientists had measured radiation 
energies emanating from neu- 
trons. The half-life of neutrons 
was found to be about 10 minutes. 
This means half of the experi- 
mental neutrons can be trans- 
formed into protons during that 
short period. 

Council officials indicated re- 
gearch work on the atom had 
been progressing rapidly and said 
in their report “much new know- 
ledge of a fundamental nature is 
being gained at Chalk River” 
where 1,200 are employed.

Aussie Hostel 


SYDNEY, Australia, — (CP) — 
Australia’s newest home for blind 
women honors a noted United 
States woman author. 

The Helen Keller Hostel, whicu 
opened in Sydney recently, “is 
named after the famous deaf and 
blind American writer who visited 
Australia in 1948, When Miss Keller 
was in Sydney she took great in- 
terest in the proposed home and 
sent a cable of congratulations at 
its opening. 

The home has every comfort and 
facility for the 20 women who will 
live there. It is operated by the 
Royal Sydney Industrial Blind In- 
stitution, who converted a graceful 
old colonial style home in the sub- 
urb of Woolahm at a cost of £30,- 
000 ($72,000). 

All bedrooms open on a wide sun 
verandah and have hot and cold 
water, central! heating and large 
windows. Twelve of the wonien will 
have large single bedrooms; the 
others will share double rooms. 

Stairs have been eliminated 
wherever possible with gently- 
sloping ramps. Smooth paths to the 
gardens and lawn have handrails 
for guidance. There is ~ a large 
Braille library. 

The women are from 16 to 70 
years of age, and all have been 
trained in handicrafts. One of 
them, an expert typist, goes to busi- 
ness in the city each day.

Sask. Keeps 
One-Quarter © 
Of Oil Lands 


REGINA, Feb. 2%—(CP)—Pre- 
mier T. C. Douglas told the Sas- 
katchewan legislature yesterday 
that for the province to develop 
its own oil resources would cost 
up to $100,000,000. 

For this reason the government 
had asked private capital to come 
into the province, and had promis- 
ed private companies if they found 
oil they would be allowed to de- 
velop it and their holdings would 
not be expropriated. 

To safeguard the rights of the 
people of the province, 25 per cent 
of all oil lands would be held for 
the crown, Royalties on any oil 
discovered would be paid to the 
treasury. ‘ 

He said opposition leader Walter 
Tucker made irresponsible state- 
ments about the government's oil 
policy. He claimed such statements 
had done more to retard develop- 
ment in Saskatchewan than any 
other factor. 

FARMERS SEEK ROYALTY 

Meanwhile farmers whose oll 
and gas rights are vested in the 
crown were being urged to ask the 
provincial government for a 2%
